WASHINGTON (UP) — finnk- 


and-fila Democrat sought today 
to prod Democratic House leaders 
into launching a huge tax-cutting 
drive to combat the recession. 


But the Democratic leadership 


appeared determined to withstand 
any congrssional hiove to reduce 
taxes until it gets a clearer pic- 
ture 
of President 
Eisenhower's 


plans. 


The President promised Tues- 


day he would push for a tax cut 
if necessary to "assist healthy 
economic recovery." But he said
